1993. During his tenure on the 
board, the county enjoyed a period 
of unprecedented growth and 
expansion. Dr. Lomax is a gradu- 
ate of Morehouse College and 
earned a master’s degree in En- 
glish Literature at Columbia 
University and a doctorate in 
American and African-American 
Literature at Emory University. 
On his quest to transform Dillard 
into one of the fïnest historically 
black colleges in the nation, Dr. 
Lomax stated, “Five years from 
now, we hope and fully expect 
Dillard to be listed in ail of the 
national publications as one of the 
best buys in higher éducation 
anywhere in the United States.” 


O n July 1, 1997, Dillard 
University welcomed its 
seventh president, Dr. 
Michael L. Lomax. President 
Lomax’s background spans 25 
years as an educator, administra- 
tor, elected official, and entrepre¬ 
neur. Most recently, he served as 
president of The National Faculty, 
a non-profit, nationwide organiza- 
tion that develops and imple- 
ments programs to strengthen 
teaching in public schools. For 
more than two décades, Dr. 

Lomax taught English at 
Morehouse College, Spellman 
College, Emory University, the 
Georgia Institute of Technology, 
and the University of Georgia. His 
public service career, which began 
in 1973, includes élection to the 
board of commissioners of Fui ton 
County (Georgia) in 1978. He 
served as chairman of that body 
from 1981 until his résignation in

D illard’s history dates back | 

to 1869. On June 12, the ! 

American Missionary Association, 
of the Congregational Church founded 
Straight University, and on July 8, the 
Freedman’s Aid Society of the Methodist 1 
Episcopal Church established Union 
Normal School. Straight University and 
Union Normal School were subsequently 
renamed Straight College and New Or¬ 
léans University, respectively. Initially, 
both instituions offered instruction on the 
elementary level then expanded to inclut 
the secondary, collegiate, and profession^ 
levels. Gilbert Academy, a secondary 
school, was a unit of New Orléans Univei 
sity. Straight College operated a law 
department from 1874 to 1886. New 
Orléans University in 1889 opened a 
Medical Department, including a school < 
pharmacy and a schol of nursing. The 
Medical Department was named Flint I 
Medical College and the affïliated hospit 
was named the Sarah Goodridge Hospit! 
and Nurse Training School. The medica 
college was discontinued in 1911, but the 
hospital, including the nursing school, 
was continued under the name Flint- 
Goodridge Hospital. On June 6, 1930, < 
New Orléans University and Straight 
College merged to form Dillard Univer¬ 
sity, which elected to follow practices of 
the two parent instituions. Today, Dillart 
is located on a 48.2 acre tract in a lovely 
residential secion of New Orléans and thl 
campus has been called one of the natiow 
most beautiful. The atmosphère of learn'

History of Dillard Umversity 1

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D illard’s history dates back 
to 1869. On June 12, the 
American Missionary Association 
ofthe Congregational Church founded 
Straight University, and on July 8, the ] 
Freedman’s Aid Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church established Union 
Normal School. Straight University and 
Union Normal School were subsequently 
renamed Straight College and New Or- I 
leans University, respectively. Initially, 
both instituions offered instruction on the 
elementary level then expanded to includ, 
the secondary, collegiate, and professiona 
levels. Gilbert Academy, a secondary 
school, was a unit of New Orléans Univei 
sity. Straight College operated a law 
department from 1874 to 1886. New 
Orléans University in 1889 opened a 
Medical Department, including a school 
pharmacy and a schol of nursing. The 
Medical Department was named Flint 
Medical College and the affiliated hospita 
was named the Sarah Goodridge Hospita 
and Nurse Training School. The medica 
college was discontinued in 1911, but thf 
hospital, including the nursing school, 
was continued under the name Flint- 
Goodridge Hospital. On June 6, 1930, 
New Orléans University and Straight 
College merged to form Dillard Univer¬ 
sity, which elected to follow practices of 
the two parent instituions. Today, Dillan 
is located on a 48.2 acre tract in a lovely 
residential secion of New Orléans andtht 
campus has been called one of the natior 
most beautiful.

D illard University is unique 
from other colleges/univer 
sities in the New Orléans 
area in many respects. However, 
it is Dillard’s Volunteer Service 
Program that sets Dillard above 
the rest. In order to be eligible for 
graduation, ail Dillard students 
are required to perforai a mini¬ 
mum of 120 community service 
hours in the form of social activi¬ 
tés in the surrounding area. 
While it is true that Dillard ac- 
cepts outside community serivice 
hours, they must fïrst be approved 
with the understanding that a 
maximim of 30 hours will be 
accepted toward graduation 
crédit. The number of required 
hours was selected by the Dillard 
University Volunteer Community 
Service Program, or DUVCSP, for 
many different reasons: to give 
students an opportunity to de- 
velop themselves personally 
through their actions, and to 
teach them to give back to our 
communities. As required, ail 
community services must be done 
with non-profit agencies, or com¬ 
munity programs which hâve 
been approved by the DUVCSP. 
During the 1997-1998 academie 
year, students engaged in volun¬ 
teer service activities such as 
adult literacy projects, tutorial 
programs in the elementary and 
secondary schools, and programs 
for the homeless and 
handicapped.

Historically Black Colleges & 



H istorically Black Colleges 
and Universities 
(HBCU’s) are postsecond- 
ary academie institutions founded 
before 1964 whose educational 
mission has been the éducation of 
Black Americans. Located prima- 
rily in the Southeastern United 
States, there are approximately 
117 HBCU’s in existence. These 
schools consist of a mix of commu- 
nity and junior colleges, four year 
colleges and universities, and 
public and private institutions. In 
comparison with other colleges, 
HBCU’s are often underfunded. 
Wilberforce University, formerly 
known as Wilberforce Institute, 
was the first HBCU established. 
This university, located in Ohio, 
was founded in 1856 by the Afri- 
can Methodist Espicopal Church 
in memory of English abolitionist 
William Wilberforce. Between 
1865-1871, several HBCU’s were 
founded. Atlanta University (now 
Clark Atlanta), Shaw University, 


and Virginia Union University 
were founded in 1865. Fisk Uni¬ 
versity and Lincoln Institute (now 
Lincoln University) were founded 
in 1860, and Tougaloo College was 
founded in 1869. Religious organi- 
zations were instrumental in the 
founding and support of these 
early black institutes. By 1900, 
there were approximately 34 
black institutions and more than 
2,000 blacks with degrees.

D ecember2, 1997, members of the faculty 
and student body organized and held a 
Kwanzaa Harvest Célébration in the Law- 
less Memorial Chapel. Kwanzaa, the African-

Founder’s Day 1997 


U nprecendented opportunities 
await you, but racism still 
exists.” Professor and au¬ 
thor Dr. Gloria Wade-Gayles told 
Dillard University seniors that they 
will find a world of new opportuni¬ 
ties awaiting them, but they should 
not imagine for even a moment that 
racism is dead. On Sunday, October 
19, 1997, Dr. Gayles served as a 
guest speaker for Dillard’s 
Founder’s Day program, marking 
the 128th anniversary of the 
universités founding and honoring 
Dillard’s class of 1998, who gradu- 
ated this spring. Over 1,000 Dillard 
alumni, students, faculty, staff, and 
friends filled Lawless chapel for the 
convocation. Dr. Wade-Gayles, who 
teaches English and women’s stud¬ 
ies at Spelman College in Atlanta, 
has also won récognition as an 
author and poet. Her publications 
include “Father Songs: Testimonies 
by African-American Men and 
Women,” “Rooted Against the 
Wind,” and “My Soûl is a Witness.” 

As Dr. Gayles continued to give 
advice to graduating seniors, she 
stressed the point that “you are 
embarking into a world filled with 
opportunities that your forefathers 
and ancestors could not hâve 
dreamed possible.” “You will be 
interviewed by Fortune 500 compa- 
nies and Fortune 100 companies, 
and if you are an excellent student, 
you will be wined and dined by 
competing would-be employers 
seeking your services. But do not be 
fooled into thinking that the racism 
of the past has died or that you hâve 
received some magical exemption 
from it.” Dr. Wade-Gayles said that 
while the signs marked “Colored 
Only” hâve been taken down, racism 
has taken new, more subtle forms 
that need to be recognized and dealt 
with by the current génération of 
upwardly mobile African-American 
college graduâtes. “Even worse 
than the racism that you will en- 
counter will be the temptations to 
lobolomize yourself-to separate

T jhe real tragedy of the world today is not that 
men are poor-all men know something of 
poverty-not that men are ignorant-what is 
truth not that men are wicked-who is good; but thatj 
men know solittleof men” -W.E.B. DuBois 

This quote is one that is used in numerous texts tha 
are concerned with the idea of a strengthened Blacl 
Jewish alliance. The debate, however, lies in the 
question, “Is there a need for a Black-Jewish allianc 
is there a deep rooted need for Blacks and Jews to 
connect?” It is assumed that this is a question that 
should grasp the political and social consciousness i 
Black America, but it does not. Many Black Ameri- 
cans feel that a relationship with Jews is not a priori 
ity but that “survival” is. Furthermore, conceptions 
the America in which Blacks and Jews live serve toi 
further weaken a Black-Jewish alliance and a need 
thereof. It has been theorized that to Blacks, Amerij 
is the nation that enslaved them whereas to Jews, 
America is the “promised” land that made good on i 
promises.

M any wonder why a Black-Jewish dialogue 
presently exists. Some scholars contend 
.that Jews and Blacks “intuitively” know 
that our destinies are interwoven as they seemed to 
be during the Civil Rights Movement due to shared 
history and struggle. Others staunchly disagree. 
Many Blacks hâve become impatient with the feel 
good talk of old civil rights alliances between 
Blacks and Jews. They hâve labeled such talks as 
“sentimental hanter.” Blacks are tired of hearing 
about Black-Jewish commonality because for many 
this comparison belittles Black historical memory 
and Black identity. Perhaps if dialogue stopped 
being concerned with commonalities and sought to 
access différences, an actual alliance could be 
forged and the need for one could be recognized if 
even such a need exists.

1 \he real question, however, is centered around the 
génération of today. What are their feelings 
regarding Black-Jewish relations? How do 
pillardites feel in lieu of the fact that Black-Jewish 
relations hâve long been a concern and focus for Dillard 
Unive rsity as a resuit of Dillard housing the only Black- 
jewisl ■ Relations Center in the world? Do their opinions 
reflect those of the so-called older génération? In a 
round table discussion involving Marcus Howard, 
grandis Griffith, Abijan Johnson, Tracey Todd and 
Africa arris, perspectives were shared and a common 
attitude could be found in discussion remarks. Marcus 
began the discussion by commenting that “Black-Black 
relations should be our main issue now. No collective 
connections will strive outside the race until we (the 
Black Community) are situated. We must start with 
ourselves and then branch out.” Abijan Johnson agreed 
by sayim that we as African-Americans hâve our own 
issues to deal with and when we settle those issues 
then we can forge an alliance outside the race. Todd put 
it simply by saying that “We can’t bring anything to the 
table if our kitchen is on fire.” When asked about the 
dynamics of Black-Jewish relationships, Griffith stated 
that she does not recognize resentment on either side 
but that she does understand how a resentment might 
befostered. “Jews are Jews everyday, as are Blacks. 
However, my being Black is the first thing people notice 
about me. People will use the color of my skin to judge, 
and ultimately condemn me. For the most part, Jews 
are not categorized as Jews at first giance and as a 
resuit can clraw little personal connection to my présent 
C ‘xperience and expériences.”

Past, Présent, & Beyond 


T jhis year’s conférence was the ninth annual 
conférence on Black-Jewish relations and 
was entitled “A Dialogue on Race From 
Women’s Perspectives.” The conférence began 
with the exhibit opening of “From Selma to 
Montgomery,” a collection on larn from the 
Smithsonian, the exhibit attempts to capture the 
historié civil rights march on “Bloody Sunday in 
1965. The conférence continued buoyed by the 
presence of numerous scholars, writers, poets, 
professors and politicians. On the fïrst day of the 
conférence spécial guests included Congressman 
John Lewis, D-GA, and Rev. Dr. Walter E. 
Fauntroy, a former member of Congress, as well 
as Michael R. Wenger, Deputy Director of Out- 
reach and Program Development for the Presi¬ 
dents initiative on Race. The keynot speakers on 
te fïrst day of the conférence programming were 
celebrated women Dr. Melanie Kaye-Kantrowitz 
and Kimberle Crenshaw.

Crenshaw is a renown feminist legal critic, 
scholar, and télévision personality who has 
taught at University of California at Loas Ange¬ 
les and Columbia Law School. Crenshaw is con- 
sidered to be an expert on civil rights, Black 
feminist legal theory and race, racism, and the 
law. She is also founder of African American 
agenda 200, a group od Black men and women 
working to affirm the centrality of women’s 
issues and leadership in the Black community.

T ence welcomed speakers, Dr. Diedre 
Crumbley and Dr. Marshall 
Stevenson, Jr. Crumbley is currently profes¬ 
sor of Anthropology and Religion at the 
University of Florida. Dr. Stevenson is one 
of Dillard’s fînest. He is Associate Professor 
of history at Dillard specializing in African- 
Americanurban and labor history. He is 
currently completing a book manuscript 
entitled ‘Points of Departure, Acts of Ré¬ 
solve: Black-Jewish Relations in Detroit, 
1930-1962.” Crumbley and Stevenson led 
discussion on the topic “The Politics of 
Households and Homes.” The conference’s 
last day did not just consist of speakers but 
also included workshops and small open 
forum discussions that ran int eh afternoon. 
Such topics included “The Holocaust and the 
Middle Passage: Comparisons and Con- 
trasts,” “Debates on Affirmative Action,” and 
“President Clinton’s Commission on Race: A 
Mini Town Hall Meeting.” These sessions 
were unique as many of them were led by 
students as well as scholars, professors, and 
other professionals. 

The conférence as a whole was very success- 
ful and continued to open the doors to cross- 
cultural reality, understanding, and friend- 
ship.
